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Britain Moves Abruptly ... 


HE DECISION TO MAKE A 
sharp increase in the British 
bank rate from five to seven per 
cent indicates that Prime Minister 
Wilson. and—his chancellor of. the 
exchequer, Mr. James Callaghan, 
have quickly perceived that theit 
earlier move to solve the balance of 
payments problem was not going to 
be effective.enough quickly enough. 
“The bad news that stronger 
measures than the 15 per cent duty 
surcharge on a wide variety of im- 
ports were needed came in the trade 


—figures, for October, which showed 


only a very small improvement from 
September which was ‘the second 
worst month on record. The situa- 
tion by the time the Wilson govern- 
ment took office, ‘in other words, 
was even more serious than had 
been thought, although the figures 
were not all in until the middle of 
last week. . eh 
The disappointing feature of the 
October trade figures was that the 
drop in the trade deficit—from £62 
milli for September to £54 mil- 
lions for October—was largely the 
result of ~a falling’ off- in- imports 
rather than a recovery in exports, 
This, in. turn, is believed to have 
been partly the result of the drying 
ap of the inventory build-up which 
took place prior to the election in 
anticipation of controls. Total ex- 
ports for October remained below 
the first and second: quarters of the 
year on a seasonally-adjusted-aver- 
age basis. “ 
With the balance of payments 
‘problem so clearly revealed, it. was 
inevitable that sterling should come 
under stronger pressure and the 
danger of a flight of capital from 
the sterling area should become im- 
minent unless strong measures were 
taken. The two per cent increase 
|in. the bank rate—back. up to. the 
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post-war peak reached in the sum- 
mer and fall of 1961—is certainly a 
strong measure. It should serve to 
staunch any outflow of capital but, 
at-the same time, it poses grave 
domestic probiems. Higher interest 
rates in Britain could tend to stifle 
“development of intensive mod- 
ernization of-industry which was a 
kev plank in the Labor govern- 
ment’s platform. 

The increase in the British rate. 

was bound to be followed by reac- 
tions in other countries, particularly 
in Canada and the’ United States. 
With interest rates more attractive 
in Britain, it was almost mandatory 
that the United States raise its 
official discount rate in order. to 
prevent an increased outflow of dol- 
lars. Canada, which seeks to main- 
tain its interest rates about half.a 
point above those of the United 
States, was in turn forced to follow 
the trend. : 
' Effect of higher interest rates 
on the ‘Canadian economy should 
not bé too severe but any time the 
cost of borrowing money goes up 
some slowdown of economic activity 
can be anticipated. 

One positive effect of the decis- 
ion to raise the Britain bank rate 
will be to stifle further conjecture 
that devaluation of sterling might 
be a possible course of action by the 
Wilson’ government. Mr. Wilson 
spoke forcefully last week. of his 
determination to keep — sterling 
“riding high” and he has demon- 
strated his willingness to court a 
certain amount of risk ‘at home in 
order to do so. It will be Canada’s 
hope that both the high bank rate 
and the import duty surcharges will 
not remain in- effect too long; that 
both can be reduced before they 
exert more than a passing influence 
on the Canadian-economy. : 


... While Canada Borrows 


HILE BRITAIN’S BALANCE 
. of payments problems are 
much in the news these days as a 
“result_of the bold moves made by 


the new Labor government to get - 


the country’s ~economy~-baek — into 
gear, it is possible that Canadians 
are not paying enough attention to 
their own problems .of a‘ similar 
kind. 

The latest figures show that in 
the first half of this year Canada 
had a deficit of $518 millions in its 
dealings abroad in goods and serv- 
ices. This indicates that for the 
full year the deficit could be almost 
50 per cent higher than was origin- 
ally expected at the beginning of the 
year. 

’ The real difficulty. lies in Cana- 
da’s trade with the United States, 
which resulted: in a deficit for this 
country of $564 millions for the first 
six months, about 65 per cent more 


than the deficit in the first half of 
last year. _ 
The total Canadian trade deficit 


—wes-some-346- mitions tower than 


that with the United States because 
with. many nations Canada is in-a 
favorabie position. -Britain,-Russia, 
Japan, among others, buy far more 
in Canada than they sell here, but 
there is:no guarantee that this will 
continue to be the case to the same 
extent as in the past. Exports of 
manufactured goods to Britaim-are 
being ‘cut back by the British import 
duty surcharge; Japan has firmly 
indicated it cannot continue its 
deficit position; the big wheat ship- 
ments to Russia are about at an end. 

If it were not that Canada con- 
tinues to borrow vast sums of moneys’ 
in the United States, effectively 
covering the trade deficit with that 
country, the seriousness of the sit- 
uation. would be much more ap- 
parent, ‘

factor has been the enactment of laws 


requiring new buildings to make provision’ 
for a certain number of parking stalls. 
Finally, the shopping centres, with their 
icres and:acres of free parking, have done 
more to encourage motorists to shop than 
anything else. 

Pestiaps the solution will be to abolish 
bus- fares altegether. Winnipeg, with an 
annual deficit of $1,400,000 could hardly 
jose much mew’, But even if the buses 
were free, would they be used? There is 
for doubt. In Calgary the Down- 
town Business Association experimented 
with free buses for shoppers.
